THE 
SCHOOL OF 
EXPERIENCE 


In a dilapidated old house, one ev- 


ening not long ago, a middle aged 
man and his son sat by the fireside, 
busily engaged talking about 
the 


•wife and mother, whoso remains had 
been carried' out to the church yard 
that afternoon. 


The fathjer. was shabbily dressed 


and his face bore tho marks of dis- 
sipation while the appearance of tho 
son gave evidence of tho fact, that 
his life was far from pure and whole- 
some. 


This was tho first evening In many 


years when the presence of the moth- 
er bad been missed from tho home, 
and while but little thought and caru 
bad been bestowed upon her, it was 
a new and changed experience. 


She had been an 
uncomplaining 


•wife and mother, exhausting every 
effort that lovo'could suggest to keep 
tbe home In tact, sacrificing comfort 
in a vain hope to redeem the man 
who had promised to protect her, and 
to save the boy from a fate that 
seemed worse than death. 


They were sober tonight, and as 


* flood of memory rushed in upon 
them, bltetr remorse 
filled 
their 


hearts and they said, "If we could 
only have her back we would apprec- 
iate her as never before." 
But re- 


morse came too late, and the out- 
look for life, so far as home was con- 
cerned, was cheerless and forbldlng. 
After callng up memories of earlier 
years the father said to the boy: 


"John, I shall never reform, but 1 


•want you to stop drinking for you 
can't afford to wreck your life as I 
bavo done." to which John replied 
with some spirit: 
"'• "Never fear for me father. 
I am 


not an habitual drunkard, and never 
Intend to be. 
I drink when I want 


to, and let It alone when I choose 
to. 
Of course it was a dlsappolnt- 


tnent to mother, but she worried a 
great deal more about mo than was 
necessary." 


But tbe father had gone through tho 


experience, and tonight as ho took 
a retrospective glance, he remem- 
bered his own boyhood, and how the 
bablt, formed in good fellowship, had 
crown upon him, until it became an 
absorbing passion. 
So he said to his 


•on: 


"My 'boy, I know more about life 


than you do, and I know more about 
you than you know about 
yourself. 


Some 
men 
can 
drink 
moder- 


ately, 
but 
I 
never 
could, 


neither • can 
you. * Wo 
botn 
possess the same temperament, and 
babit with you and me means more 
than it does to people who are less 
Intense, and not so easily influenced. 
I know that expeicnco is the only 
teacher, but I beg of you to profit 
by my experience, and savo yourself 
from sorrow and bitter disappoint 
merit. 
• • • 


The advice was good and tho boy 


should have beedcd It, but if he did, 
be was an exception to the general 
rule, not only as it applies to 'boys, 
but as It applies to people In gener- 
al. 


The experience of others, cither 


for weal 'or woe, is very difficult to 
appreciate. 
Human nature. In its 


•weakness, demands personal expert' 
ence, and is seldom satisfied without 
It. 


The boy wants to see for himself, 


bow near he can come to the edge, 
without stepping over the line, how- 
ever dangerous tho ground may be. 
His best friends may warn him, and 
wrecks of humanity may be all about 
him. but he must know for himself. 


This Is true, not only of habits that 


lead to dissipation, but it is true or 
many other things. 
If at all observ- 


ing ho notices that indifference to 
business, and carelessness, are prac- 
tices that lead to failure. 
That lit- 


tlo acts of dishonesty and deception 
foster crime, but tho object lessons 
that obstruct tho pathway of life are 
not cnougn, he must try tho cxperi 
ment for himself. 


The girl becomes a little reckless, 


and drifts out from tho restraining 
Influences of home, confident that no 
barm can come to her. 
She may bo 


•warned, but pleadings and warnings 
arc In vain. 
She must learn by ex 


perlence. 


There are thousands of middle nge< 


men in business, who are burning the 
candle at both ends. 
They aro In 


the prime of life, so far as ago is 
concerned, but they ibcnr tho mark 
of premature old age. 
They aro 


keyed up to tho .highest 
tension 


twelve months In the year. 
Tho 


days are not long enough to satisfy 
ambition, and tbe Sundays aro 
•watte of time. 


The thread of life Is a tender cord 


vailing for this class of 
suicides. 


Their sudden taking oft Is not with- 
out warning, for tho Issuo ot every 
paper contains obituary notices 
ot 


.his class. 


While the school of experience Is 


i prolltablo school, and Its lessons. In 
many respects, aro tho most valuable 
hat can come to any life. It Is well 
0 remember that cause and effect 
aro elements that produce resulta

ng In opportunities for experience.

Tho best experience that conies to 


any life. Is largely tinctured with ob- 
servation. People who rush along re- 
gardless ot consequences to either 
icalth or morals, may ecfiulro expor- 
ence rapidly, but It pays to take a 
Ittle tlmo off, now and then, for ob- 
ervatlon. 
Thero aro some 
high- 


vays that lead to failure, and they 
ixro easily recognized. 


The tendency of the ago Is revolu- 


lonary, and many of the old land- 
marks aro obliterated.

hood bill to appropriation bills. The 
president of the senate can rule them 
cut on n paint of order as not being 
germane >u the appropriation bills, 
but wo have .ue right of appeal from 
his decision."

Senator Quay's strength will be put to 


. final test. A number of senators who 
are ardently In favor of statehood for 
the territories do not believe that the 
omnibus bill is entitled to considera- 
tion as a rider on an appropriation 
bill. Senator Perkins of California is 
one of these. Senator Foster of Wash- 
icgton is another. They have Indi- 
cated that th«y may vote to sustain 
the president of the senate If he 
should rule the amendments out of or- 
der. 


Senator Quay's committee on organ- 


ization, conduct and expenditures of 
the executlvo departments 
held a 


meeting and voted by an overwhelm- 
ing majority to order a favorable re- 
port on the statehood bill as a rider 
to the agricultural appropriation bill.

years. No senator can recall when It 
ever met before. 


There are signs that several oppo- 


nents of the statehood bill who arc 
interested In the ratification of the 
Cuban treaty are becoming restive un- 
der the discipline Imposed on them 
by the old-time leaders. They may 
decide to vote for statehood as a 
means of securing action on matters 
in which they are interested.
